to relieve thoſe that under-went the grievous burthens of fick- 


nefle and calamurie ;: ſuch as crufted maxe in the Country -ide, 
than in heavenly providence, ſuch-as imagined that their tatety 
was by their own care and ingluliry, not remembring that their 
Annes and cranſgrefliions haye helped to pull downe Gods 
wrath npon their afflicted brethren and filters ; 1 Gy, if any 
ſuch there be, that atrribnce their preſervation to their owne 
diſcreet carriage, giving the praiſe toche meanes, nor much 
minding the All-ſufficient cauſe and Giver of the meanes : If 
any ſuch have fallen inco the uncourtepus- pawes of the ſordid 
Rulticks , or Clowniſh Coridons, ler chem know that Gods 
bleſſings are worth rhankes, and that they werejuſtly plagued 
for cher unthankfulnefle. 

As ſome have. deene too ſwift and fearefull in flying , io, 
many have beens too flow and adyenturous in ſtaying, depeny 
ding roo much upon a-common and deſperate opinion, that 
their times are fixed, that their dayes are numbred, and that 
their lives are limited : (othar till God hath appointed-they 
ſhall nor dye, and that it lyes not in them, or any power of 
manto lengrhen life : All rheſe Aferrions arecrue,and I muſt 
needs grant unto-them. But for as much as:God is the Land- 
lord of life, and puts. it (as his Tenants ) in our fraile Tene- 
ments ; although the Land-Lord knowes when the Tenanc 
ſhall depart ; yet we are ignorant, and know neither when, 
where, nor how: therefore, though there be no flying from 
death when God hath appointed it, { wee, not knowing che 
time when we ſhall dye muſt ſeeke ro preſerye life, by ſhun- 
ning perils and dangers of death : ler us make much of life 
whilſt we have it,for we doenot know how long we ſhall keep 
ic ; and lecushave a careto live well, and thendamiſure,we are 
our of feare ro dye well,

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Bzing it is boch-naturall; lawfull, and commendable, to a. 
void all theſe dangers aforeſaid, 1hold ir mach reaſon to-ſhun 
the place or perſon infe&ed with the Plague or Peſtilence. But 
here may ariſe anobjection, for Maſter Mnlligrubs,MiltrisFirmp, 
Goodman' Beerie the Conſtable, Gaffer Log the Hedgborough, 
and Blecke the Tythinginan will fay,.that they did bur ſecke 
their owne ſafeties and preſervarions in not entertaining the 
Londoners, for they were ignorant, and- did: not know who 
were in health or cleare, and who were infe&tious; in which 
regard, they thought ir che-ſureſt courſe to relievenone at all ; 
this is partly anfwered before, for-no-man doth or can taxe 
them for being wary and carefull, but for their uncharitable. 
nefle, and unchriſtian-like dealing, both tothe quick and dead: 
for the Town of Henden in Middle/ex,lſeven miles from. Londox 
was a good Country preſident, had the reſt had graceto folloyy 
it; for they relievedrhe __ buried che dead in Chriftian 
buriall, and they (being bur a ſmall Village y did charitably 
colle& eight pounds ar the leaſt, which they ſent to relieye 
the poore of Saint-«,Fndrewes itt Holborne, befides they allow. 
ed good weckely wages to tivo men, to atrendand bury ſuch 
as dyed ; andthough they are no Phariſes, -to proclaime their 
owne charitie, yer I could nor over-ſlip their deſerved com- 
mendations.' In tnany other places there hath beene much 
E_ and Chriftian love expreſt,for the which (no donbr) 

't there-is morethan an earthly reward in fore « For-Itaxe 
not all Townes and Villages, thongh Irhinke moſt ofthem doe 
harbor ſome inthe ſhapes of men,with-theminds af Monſters. 

A man fickeofan Ague, lying on the ground at Afaide:brad

eAnto t 563. the x. yeere of Queene £/:Jabeths Reigne, 
there dyed Le { greet #) _ Plague and orher Sake » 20372. 
In the yeere 1603. the firſt of King /ames, there dyed that 
yeere in Londen of all diſcaſes, 38244. whereof of the Plagne, 
0578, X 
: Tor yeere 1625. the firſt yeere of our bleſſed and graci- 
ous King Charles, there dyed in Londen and the Liberties, 
63co0..and one perſon, whereof of the Plague 41 31 3. 

In this briefe Repetition wee may take into humble and 
chankfull conſideration the favourable and fatherly warnings 
thac God gives us (as it were but ſhaking the Rod over us) 
when our iniquities deſerves the Sword to kill and confound 
us : for there hath dyed of the Plague from che 7. of «April 
co the 28. of /uly in the Citie of Lovdon,the Liberties,with the 
7. out-Pariſhes, namely, the great and populous Citic of Weſt - 
minFter, (wherein as yer there hath not dyed one) _—_ Lam 
beth, Newington, Reariffe , Iſlington, Stepney, and Hackney, 
1076. and only 40. of the ſaid number hath dyed within the 
Walls of London. | 

It was noted that inthe beginning of rhe infeRion, r 625. 
that the Citizens of Londen, did forlake the Citie, and went 
into the Countrie (unbidden) when therg dyed ,80, or a 100. 
a weeke, bur after the ſickneſſe did riſe to 5205. Auguſt 18. 
and chat im Seprewwber it abatedto x 500. or abour 1006. they 
came home againe faſter by halfe than they went ont, ſo thar 
thoſe that fled for feare at the death of 1 00. were lad and 
feareleſle when there dyed 1500. But the eh layes, 
Home u homely, &-c. : 

Wethat doe abide here in Lo»dox and the Liberties, doe 

r not onely enjoy (by the favourof God). the free benefits of 
food tor ſoule and body ; bur alſo ( in a good houre be. it (po- 
ken) our ſtreets and Churches are full of people daily, and by. 
the honourable care and vigilancie of the Lord Maior, with tys: 
Worſhipfull and Grave Brethren, ſuch order is taken, that no 
perſon in any infetted houſe 1s permitted ro ſtirre abroad, to 
the endangering of Citie or Country ; and we areof the minds 
here,that Londen is one of the wholſomeſt and healchfulle& 
Places in England : for with griefe let us confider the heavie, 
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Vifiration of the Town of New-Cafte, where there hath dyed 
120. in the ſpace of 24. houres : As alſo the calamitie of Fe- 
vrſham in Kent, with Graveſend, and many other Townes and 
Villages in this Kingdome ; but ( God be praiſed ) it is well 
ceaſed, eſpecially at Graveſend, for to my knowledge there 
dyed no: one there from the 12. of /uly laft tothe 20, 

And 1 urely, there 1s not any that beares a Chriſtian minde, 
or hath conſcience or diſcretion, that will preſame to run our 
from any infeted houſe or perſon, to carry danger with him 
from thence, into any place whereſoever, 

Our finnes are as great and greater than the tranſgreſſions 
of ada, yer God ſtreokethar little Kingdome ( being nor ſo 
big as 12. of our Shires) with ſuch a fearefull Plague, that in 
the ſhort ſpace of three dayes there dyed 70g00.1n the Reigne 
of King David. Therefore as it is in the x” Xing. 8. and 38. 
Let ns learne ro knew the Plague of our owne hearts, and 
humbly fQrerch forth our hands in Gods Houſe, and then no 
doubr (fin when we make conſcience of our wayes, repent for 

finnes paſt, avoid finnes preſent, and prevent finnes to- 

come, God will ceaſeto puniſh, and the 
Plague will beraken from us..
